Wi-Fi, better 
cell coverage 
coming to LRT 


All aboard. City 
eyeing cell coverage in 
underground tunnels

Edmontonians will soon be 
able to tweet and send emails 
at all LRT stations as the city 
works on getting the neces- 
saiy technology installed, ac¬ 
cording to a report going to 
committee next week. 

Wi-Fi and cell network 
coverage is something the 
city has been working on, 
with the technology expected 
to connect Edmontonians sta¬ 
tion-level in late 2015. 

“One of the major advan¬ 
tages I think for people that 
take the bus to work is you 


don’t have to pay attention to 
the road ... and can catch up 
on work,” said Brendan Van 
Alstine with the Transit Rid¬ 
ers Union of Edmonton. 

The city is also working 
towards getting cellphone 
coverage and Wi-Fi connec¬ 
tion for riders travelling 
through the underground 
LRT tunnels, “thus enabling 
LRT riders to have continu¬ 
ous voice and data services 
through the duration of a 
trip,” reads the report. 

Mayor Don Iveson re¬ 
quested the report, which 
will be shared with the trans¬ 
portation committee for in¬ 
formation on Thursday. 

Transit users say there are 
a lot of advantages for the 
city to expand technology 
for the younger demographic 
who rely on public transit 
and hopefully that network 
of Wi-Fi continues to grow 


with the transit system. 

“I think for younger 
people who are a bit more 
connected it will be a big 
selling point as well. It’s just 
unfortunate that it’s just on 
the LRT but eveiything has 
to start somewhere,” said Van 
Alstine. 

City admin classify cur¬ 
rent cell coverage in the LRT 
stations and tunnels as “limit¬ 
ed,” with no Wi-Fi coverage at 
any point along the LRT line. 
Bell customers do get some 
advantage at station-level, 
states the report, with cus¬ 
tomers able to make phone 
calls only in the immediate 
area of the Churchill and Cen¬ 
tral LRT platforms. 

Other transit systems in 
Canada currently have Wi-Fi 
at their train stations, with 
some Metro Vancouver buses 
also offering it on board as 
part of a pilot project.

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Cops commend Somalis for 
aid in latest homicide case

What started as a beef in a bar 
turned fatal Wednesday mor¬ 
ning, leaving one man dead 
and Edmonton police on the 
hunt for a murder suspect. 

Police found Bekri 
Mohamed, 31, dead on the 
floor of Papyrus Lounge on Nov. 
5 after they’d been called there 
on a weapons complaint. 

Thanks to eyewitnesses at 
the club, located near 111th 
Street and 107th Avenue, EPS 
were able to identify Luqman 
Osman as their main suspect. 

EPS Staff Sgt. Bill Clark said 
that without the help of the 
“courageous” people on scene 
and in the city’s Somali com¬ 
munity, this might have been 
another stalled investigation. 

“I’ve got to say, in this in¬ 
vestigation we’re very happy 
with the co-operation we’ve got 
from several individuals who 
were in the lounge that night,” 
said Clark. “Numerous people 
in the ... Somali community 
have stepped up in this case.” 

Luqman Osman is wanted 
on a nationwide warrant for 
second-degree murder, along 
with other weapons charges. 

Clark said Osman is no 
stranger to the justice system 
and is currently out on parole 
after a Jan. 1 shooting this year 
at an Ethiopian-Canadian com¬ 
munity centre. 

“I don’t know why he was 
out on bail,” said Clark. “We 


consider him a dangerous indi¬ 
vidual. He has a lengthy histoiy 
with police for some violent of¬ 
fences.” 

Clark said that if Osman 
hadn’t been released on bail, 
this latest shooting might not 
have happened. (The allega¬ 
tions against Osman have not 
been proven in court.) 

Leaders in the local Somali 
community responded Wed¬ 
nesday night by gathering to 
discuss the victim and suspect. 

“We are trying to collect 
more information on how this 
happened. We’re working to 


locate the victim’s family and 
friends,” said Bashir Ahmed, 
executive director of the Somali 
Canadian Education & Rural 
Development Organization. 

Ahmed said it’s unclear to 
community leaders if either of 
the men were Somali. 

He said the community has 
worked in recent years to deter 
crime among youth, but this in¬ 
cident has been a wake-up call. 

“We were veiy ... shocked,” 
he said. “This has been awk¬ 
ward for our community be¬ 
cause we haven’t seen this for 
the last three or four years.” 


Scene and suspect 


Osman is considered armed 
and dangerous by police. He 
is described as black, in his 
mid-20s, approximately six 
foot three inches tall with a 
medium build. He has a beard 
and a scar on his neck. 


• Clark said the co-operation 
in this recent shooting was 
a stark contrast to the 2011 
homicide of Mohamed 
Jama at the same lounge 


on New Years Day. 


• The city's Public Safety 
Compliance Team has 
started a regulatory 
investigation into Papyrus, 
which has been the loca¬ 
tion of several shootings. 


• A 14-day Business License 
Suspension has been 
issued to the owner to 
prevent any more violence.

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As Alberta braces for liber, one 
driver in Toronto tells his story 



Uber threat? 

Recruitment efforts 
for everyman drivers 
have been launched in 
Calgary, Edmonton

For Praveen Falla, the Uber 
model is a win-win for custom¬ 
ers and drivers alike. 

He began trolling Toronto’s 
busy streets three weeks ago, 
fielding smartphone requests 
for a ride. Patrons hopping in¬ 
side his Honda Accord pay 30 
to 35 per cent less than they 
would for a ride with a rival 
cabby. Falla, in turn, gets to set 
his own hours. 

“It’s fantastic,” he said. 
“I’ve done close to 100 rides 
so far. People are veiy happy 
with Uber. ... I do it as a part- 
time job — I have another job. 
That’s the flexibility of Uber, 
you can work whenever you

want. There are no schedules 
for you to work with them. 
When you want to work, you 
work. You want to take off one 
month? You take it off, noth¬ 
ing to woriy.” 

Falla was introduced to 
the fledgling e-hailing app by 
a friend. To get started, Uber 
officials performed a crim¬ 
inal background check and a 
review of his driving histoiy 
— two blemishes on his road 
record and Falla said he would 


have been denied a chance to 
work the company. 

Officials also encourage 
drivers to use a 2006 or later 
vehicle model and performed 
a full interior and exterior in¬ 
spection of Falla’s Accord. 

He passed the screening 
and now says he works seven 
to eight hours a day for UberX, 
the eveiyman driver service of¬ 
fered by the company that has 
come under fire from insur¬ 
ance advocates and municipal¬ 
ities alike. 

Last month, the Insurance 
Bureau of Canada convened a 
special meeting amid growing 
concerns that drivers like Falla 
were shuttling people around 
without proper commercial- 
vehicle coverage. 

Uber officials have commit¬ 
ted to bringing their service 
to Calgaiy or Edmonton, and 
began recruiting potential 
drivers in the provincial cap¬ 
ital this week. Ads have also 
been posted on Faceboolc at¬ 
tempting to find wheelmen 
— and women — for Uber en¬ 
deavours in Calgaiy. 


Asked about his insurance, 
Falla said he’s got nothing 
more than a typical driver. 
Still, he said he’s not worried. 


“We don’t go for any long 
trips,” he said of his habits and 
those of other Uber drivers. 
“We just go a few blocks — 


two blocks, three blocks — no 
longer than that.” 

Uber officials have also 
said personal driver policies 
are bolstered by a $ 5-million 
auto liability insurance contin¬ 
gency that covers bodily injury 
and property insurance, but 
Calgary Mayor Naheed Nenshi 
said in a recent Metro inter¬ 
view that requests from city 
administrators to review the 
company’s policy have fallen 
on deaf ears. “When they’re 
willing to actually sit down 
with us, we’ll sit down with 
them,” the mayor said. 

In Edmonton, meanwhile, 
cab drivers say they’re shocked 
by recruiting efforts launched 
by Uber. 

Balraj Manhas, president 
of the United Cabbies Associa¬ 
tion, said he knows of many 
drivers carrying only personal 
automobile insurance that 
signed on. “It’s veiy shocking,” 
he said. “They told me it’s not 
a taxi (company) they’re run¬ 
ning; they’re running a tech¬ 
nology company.”

More bike lanes six years away if council balks af funding 



It could be six years until 
Edmontonians can ride on 
bike lanes downtown if dol¬ 
lars aren’t put aside now, say 
cycling enthusiasts. 

The current proposed cap¬ 
ital budget only has a bike 
lane for 83 Avenue funded, 
with Councillor Scott Mc- 
Keen “optimistic” the 102 
Avenue bike lane will also 
get funding. But beyond that, 
it could be several years until 
casual and regular cyclists 


could see some type of cyc¬ 
ling infrastructure. 

“When you look around 
other cities across North 
America — including winter 
cities — Edmonton is really 
at risk here at falling much, 
much further behind. 

“If you can imagine we 
won’t have any cycling infra¬ 
structure to speak of beside 
83 Avenue until the 2019- 
2022 budget, that’s a veiy 
disheartening thought to 


consider,” said Christopher 
Chan, executive director of 
Edmonton Bicycle Commut¬ 
ers’ Society. 

Conrad Nobert, head of 
the Edmonton Bike Coali¬ 
tion, says there’s “wide¬ 
spread support” from a 
“strong, silent majority” to 
get cycling infrastructure. 
In fact, they’ve received over 
700 photos from Edmonton¬ 
ians who currently cycle or 
want to. 


“This is why we formed 
this coalition, because we 
knew that after this vote in 
December, the plans for bike 
infrastructure would either 
go ahead or not for four 
years,” Nobert said. 

Council deliberations on 
the budget begin on Nov. 26, 
with members of the pub¬ 
lic welcomed to share their 
input on Nov. 24 during a 
public hearing.

Crime. Edmonton man 
hit with child pom and 
sexual assault charges 


Police have arrested an Edmon¬ 
ton man accused of offences in¬ 
cluding possession of child por¬ 
nography and sexual assault. 

Following a month-long 
investigation, Alberta Law En¬ 
forcement Response Teams 
(ALERT) and B.C. RCMP were 
able to arrest the suspect on 
Oct. 23. 

The 33-year-old man, whose 
name isn’t being released in 
order to protect the identity 
of the five-year-old victim, has 
been charged for allegedly sex¬ 
ually assaulting his niece, and 
for child luring. 

According to an ALERT re¬ 


lease, the investigation was in¬ 
itiated by B.C. RCMP who had 
been posing as an underage girl 
and started interacting with the 
accused online. 

Through online conversa¬ 
tions, the accused allegedly 
attempted to arrange to meet 
for sex and sharing of child por¬ 
nography. 

The man faces charges of 
child luring, possession of child 
pornography, distributing child 
pornography, making available 
explicit material to a child, sex¬ 
ual assault and sexual interfer¬ 
ence.

Plans set to blade 
the snow away 


Maintenance. 

City ready for winter 
with improved services 
to neighbourhoods 
and school zones 


“Residents have told us they want to know when 
they’re coming home on a Friday if they need to 
keep their car off the street. The new system keeps 
it simple.”

The snow isn’t here yet, but city 
crews have plans to improve 
winter roadway maintenance 
once it does arrive. 

Responding to feedback 
from residents who asked to 
know in advance when blading 
would take place in their neigh¬ 
bourhoods, the city is introdu¬ 
cing a set day, from Monday 
to Friday, that would stay the 


same all winter. 

“If a neighbourhood is 
bladed for the first time on a 
Monday, for example, blad¬ 
ing will always take place on a 
Monday in that area,” said Bob 
Dunford, director of roadway 
maintenance. “The fixed sched¬ 
ule makes it easier for residents 
to know when cars need to be 
removed from their street.” 


Dunford said that as with 
waste management, residents 
will be able to work with an 
interactive computer map to 
know what day is theirs. 

Parents and school adminis¬ 
tration have told the city they 
wanted safer school drop-off 
zones for their children so, 
pending budget approval, the 
city will implement windrow- 


free school drop-off zones at 
all schools in Edmonton this 
winter. Extending the length of 
the zone on the school side of 
the street will make it safer for 
vehicles dropping off students, 
said Dunford. 

“We have to adapt to a 
changing culture. More parents 
drop off their kids by car, rather 
than having them walk or take 
the school bus,” he said. 

As for the pilot project in 
four neighbourhoods allowing 
parking on just one side of the 
street, Dunford said residents 
will have to decide what’s most 
important. “It’s a trade-off. Do 
you want on-street parking, or 
better service?”

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Report, Alberta 
municipalities spending 
at unsustainable rate 


NOTHING CRAZY ABOUT ASKING 
SKILLED YOUTH TO VOLUNTEER 


The Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business says the 
vast majority of Alberta munici¬ 
palities are spending money at 
an alarming rate. 

The organization released 
a report Thursday that logged 
the operating expenditures of 
municipalities between 2000 
and 2012. 

Senior policy analyst Amber 
Ruddy says inflation-adjusted 
operating expenses by all 181 
municipalities with a popula¬ 
tion of at least 1,000 rose by 
80 per cent in that time. That’s 
about 21/2 times faster than Al¬ 
berta’s total population growth 
of 29 per cent in that period. 

“Over the past 12 years, 
most of Alberta’s larger munici¬ 
palities have been on a fiscally 
unsustainable path. As a result, 
it’s no surprise that some mu¬ 
nicipal leaders demand more 
revenue-generating power,” 
said Ruddy. 

“There’s only one taxpayer 
at the end of the day, so any 
way that they’re tiying to in¬ 
crease the revenue is all going 
to hit the taxpayer — both busi-

nesses and residents — if mu¬ 
nicipalities continue with this 
path,” she said. 

Ruddy said only a dozen 
municipalities have managed 
to keep their spending in line 
with population growth. Most 
of them are smaller, with the 
exception of Medicine Hat, 
which benefits from its large 
natural gas reserves. 

She recommends munici¬ 
palities limit spending increas¬ 
es to the rate of population 
growth, do formal spending 
reviews and adopt sustainable 
wage-and-benefit policies.

But put patches on his 
elbows and it would be my 
college instructors talking. Slap 
on a moustache and throw 
in a long-winded parable and 
it could be my dad. Actually, 
put Poloz in some tight jeans, 
shave off 30 years and it could 
have been me babbling to the 
Commons committee. 

I also tell my business com¬ 
munications students at Guru 
Digital Arts College the same 
thing: Get out there, donate 
your time to art galleries, fes¬ 
tivals, non-profit or for-profit 
organizations, and meet your 
future colleagues. The sooner 
the better because a diploma 
or degree, or skills never en¬ 
titled anyone to anything. 


I’m yet to be pelted with 
iPhones, nor did I chuck my 
flip phone at instructors when 
they advised me to do that too. 

Ten years ago, I tore open 
a local zine and saw my byline 
for the first time. A 20-year-old 
film graduate and video store 
clerk hoping to work in film 
and publishing, I still remem¬ 
ber file street comer where I 
stood, feeling the msh of my 
first published stoiy — for 
which I was paid exactly zero 
dollars and zero cents. 

I continued like this for 
a year, editing public access 
shows, ushering at film festi¬ 
vals, doing casual production 
assistance, writing movie and 
music reviews — all unpaid. 

But I was improving my 
portfolio, networks and the 
quality of my own work. It 
required patience and self- 
motivation but I couldn’t 
imagine making a go of it any 
other way. And this was before 
the recession increased youth 
unemployment. 

So I knew exactly what 
Poloz meant when he said that 


his advice to basement-bound 
youth was, “Volunteer to do 
something which is at least 
somewhere related to your 
expertise, so that it’s clear that 
you are gaining some learning 
experience during that (unem¬ 
ployed) period.” 

Reasonable as it was, the 
outrage was blown out of 
proportion. I get it, university 
has never been more costly or 
time-consuming, so to come 
out of a $40,000 investment 
and not even qualify for an 
entry-level job is demeaning 
and disheartening. The reality 
is there may not be enough 
skilled positions for our highly 
educated youth, so graduates 
must be extra resourceful. 

Any artist will tell you to 
be waiy of exploitive intern¬ 
ships and businesses that go 
through free talent like old 
Halloween candy. Believe me, 
nobody knows this better than 
a freelance writer. But I also 
know there’s just as many, if 
not more, offering meaningful 
experience. 

Working for free also sug¬ 


gests a privilege that lower- 
income people don’t have. It’s 
easy to take an unpaid intern¬ 
ship when you’re not sitting 
on a mountain of student debt 
and your parents pay your bills. 

But not all volunteer work 
is 40 hours a week. Much of 
it is whatever you can muster 
in your spare time — an after¬ 
noon here, a weekend there. 

You might not even have 
to leave your basement to do 
it. Trust me, cash-strapped 
charities and NGOs can’t be too 
choosey either. 

People also bristle at the 
idea of volunteerism for 
small career gains, but there’s 
absolutely nothing wrong with 
this. There’s no shame in doing 
something charitable to get a 
resume credit, reference or to 
brush shoulders with profes¬ 
sionals, because lilcability is as 
important as competency. 

When my students volun¬ 
teer, they’re often surprised to 
find many professionals also 
donating their time. I certainly 
do, though now it’s all about 
the good vibes.

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City baker dishes

124 Street sweets. 
Duchess Bake Shop 
builds on big success 
with comprehensive 
cookbook

Five years ago, Duchess Bake 
Shop opened a trendy French 
patisserie on then, not-so- 
trendy 124 Street. 

The fledgling shop, then 
half the size it is now, had a 
handful of employees — in¬ 
cluding the three owners 
Giselle Courteau, Jacob Pel¬ 
letier and Garner Beggs — 
working in the Westmount 
neighbourhood that was 
“waiting for stuff to happen”, 
according to Courteau. 

Stuff did happen. Duch¬ 
ess spearheaded the boom of 
124 Street, which now boasts 
art galleries, eateries and a

vibrant farmer’s market — 
and the bake shop grew right 
along with the street. The 
community embraced the 
space and its authentic, but¬ 
ter-laden treats — macarons, 
Paris-Brest, quiche and endless 
hazelnut and almond-filled 
delights. Customers flocked to 
the Provisions store next door, 
with all the supplies a home 
baker would need to recreate 
the fare at Duchess. 

“People were hesitant at 
first, sticking to Alberta fa¬ 
vourites like brownies and 
cream pies, but now our cus¬ 
tomers trust us with eveiy- 
thing we make,” Courteau 
said. “We sell out every day.” 


It’s no wonder that Cour¬ 
teau, a self-taught baker, 
took the next natural step of 
putting nearly all the shop 
recipes into a cookbook, 
launching Nov. 12 in the Pro¬ 
visions shop. With detailed 
photographs and instructions 
(sometimes six pages for a 
single recipe), Courteau said 
the self-published book “is us. 
It’s blood, sweat and tears — a 
real family affair.” 

While partner Pelletier 
tested all the recipes at home 
over months, Courteau en¬ 
listed her sister as editor, store 
manager and as food stylist 
too. 

“Everything we’ve done 
here, we did it all ourselves. 
The cookbook is no different.” 

“If the book does well, we’d 
like to promote it nationally. 
But we’re from Edmonton, so 
we first want to promote our 
city, the great young chefs 
and food scene happening 
here. And then it’s time for 
another visit to Paris for more 
‘research’ for the bake shop.”

Fontaine says 
First Nations talks on 
Energy East on right path 


Engaging with aboriginal 
groups along the route of the 
proposed Energy East pipeline 
hasn’t been without its chal¬ 
lenges, but the former chief of 
the Assembly of First Nations 
believes TransCanada Corp. is 
on the right track. 

Phil Fontaine has been 
working with TransCanada on 
the community outreach as¬ 
pect of Energy East, a $ 12-bil¬ 
lion proposed pipeline that 
would ship Alberta crude to 
refineries and export terminals 
in Quebec and New Brunswick. 

“I’ve really been impressed 
with the company’s commit¬ 
ment to full engagement with 
aboriginal communities. In 
my view, they get it,” Fontaine 
told reporters after a speech to 
the Calgaiy Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

“The community outreach 
has been impressive. We’re in-

volved in that, of course, in a 
big way and it’s not without its 
challenges, but I believe we’re 
on a good path.” 

TransCanada filed its regula¬ 
tor application for Energy East 
to the National Energy Board 
a week ago. Several environ¬ 
mental groups have vowed 
to fight the pipeline, raising 
concerns over the ecological 
harm that would result from 
a spill as well the project’s en¬ 
abling role in oilsands growth.

Long Night Against 
Procrastination.

Brass bell from doomed 
HMS Erebus uncovered 


Walter meets his 
significant otter 



A brass bell from HMS Ere¬ 
bus, one of the two doomed 
ships from the Franklin ex¬ 
pedition that came in search 
of the Northwest Passage, is 
now in the hands of scientists 
in Ottawa. 

Sealed in a fresh water- 
filled glass container, the 
iconic bell was unveiled to¬ 
day by Environment Minister 
Leona Aglulckaq. 

The bell was found in mid- 
September, shortly after the 
Erebus was discovered at the 
bottom of the ocean. 

While corroded on the 
inside, there are clear visible 
markings on the outside of 
the bell, including the year 
1845 and an arrow symbol 
signifying that the bell was 
the property of the British 
Royal Navy. 

The Erebus, on which it’s 
believed that Sir John Frank¬ 
lin died, was lost some 168 
years ago. 


Parks Canada chief under¬ 
water archaeologist Marc- 
Andre Bernier says several 
other artifacts were found 
around the site, but have 
been left there until dive 
teams can resume their in¬ 
spection of the sunken vessel 
again next year. 

Parks Canada scientists say 
they need to carefully clean 
the bell to remove all traces 
of sea salt from its surface. 

Only then, they say, can 
any other historical clues 
from the artifact be revealed. 

The respective crews of 
the Erebus and its compan¬ 
ion, HMS Terror, perished 
after the ships went missing 
in the mid-1800s. 

Bernier says it’s believed 
the ships became locked 
in sea ice and eventually 
sank as their wooden hulls 
became waterlogged and 
cracked apart.

It’s been a long road to recov- 
eiy for Walter the sea otter. 

But on Thursday, more 
than a year after he was blind¬ 
ed by a shotgun blast to the 
face near Tofino, B.C., Walter 
was introduced to Tanu, a fe¬ 
male sea otter also receiving 
care at the aquarium who staff 
hope will become a long-term 
companion. 

For Dr. Martin Haulena, 
seeing Walter, affectionately 
dubbed “Wally,” meet another 
sea otter for the first time 
since he was rescued last Octo¬ 
ber was a touching moment. 

“For all of us that have seen 
him go from being in such ter¬ 
rible shape, pretty much near 
death ... to see him now living 
happily with another otter, 
it’s kind of cool,” Haulena told 
Metro. 

Walter was rescued in Oc¬ 
tober 2013 after reports about 
an uncharacteristically ap¬ 
proachable sea otter on the 


shoreline near Tofino. 

Staff at the Marine Mam¬ 
mal Rescue Centre rescued 
Walter, who was riddled with 
shotgun pellets and required 
multiple surgeries over sev¬ 
eral months to treat shattered 
bones in his right hind flipper 
and broken teeth. 

Both Tanu and Walter, who 
is completely blind as a result 
of being shot in the face and 
unable to forage for food, have 
been deemed non-releasable 
by Fisheries and Oceans Can¬ 
ada, and require long-term 
care at the aquarium. 

Aquarium staff selected 


Tanu to share a pool with Wal¬ 
ter in the hopes that the older, 
female otter would be compat¬ 
ible with the “gentle” Walter. 

In recent weeks, Haulena 
said Tanu and Walter were 
placed in nearby enclosures, 
allowing the two to become 
accustomed to each other’s 
presence in preparation for 
their first meeting. 

Within moments of meet¬ 
ing each other Thursday, Wal¬ 
ter and Tanu appeared to be 
keeping their distance, mak¬ 
ing contact only a few times 
while aquarium staff fed the 
playful pair. 


Haulena said the unevent¬ 
ful introduction was a positive 
sign. 

“They can be very, veiy vi¬ 
cious and they can inflict some 
pretty serious wounds on each 
other,” he said. “So it’s nice to 
see them fairly mellow.” 

Haulena said he hopes to 
see the pair one day groom 
each other and “hold hands,” 
a protective behaviour the 
marine mammals display in 
the wild. 

“As they get used to each 
other, hopefully they’ll get 
along more and more,” he 
said.

While 72 per cent of the 
13- to 17-year-olds surveyed

The gap is slightly less be¬ 
tween the 78 per cent of teens 
who say science offers them 
many career options and the 
22 per cent who show serious 
interest in pursing the field at 
university or college. 

Overall, “attitudes toward 
taking science courses have 
remained relatively flat,” said 
Bonnie Schmidt, president 
and founder of Let’s Talk Sci¬ 
ence. And that means there’s 
a lot of work to be done with 
Canada looking to churn out 
more graduates with degrees 
tied to science and math. 

Bridging the gaps and 
translating attitudes into be¬ 
haviours requires collective 
action, Lets Talk Science says.

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NDP women re-victimized by airing 
of misconduct complaints: Mulcair 



Pending investigation. 

Liberal Leader 
announced suspensions 
of two MPs yesterday 
over allegations 


Two female New Democrat 
MPs have been victimized a 
second time by Justin Trudeau’s 
decision to publicize their com¬ 
plaints of inappropriate behav¬ 
iour against two Liberal MPs, 
NDP Leader Tom Mulcair says. 


Mulcair confirmed Thurs¬ 
day that it was complaints from 
two NDP MPs that prompted 
Trudeau to suspend Scott An¬ 
drews and Massimo Pacetti 
from the Liberal caucus pend¬ 
ing an investigation. 

Speaking in Whitby, Ont., 
Mulcair said he knew about the 
complaints but had not pur¬ 
sued them because the women 
wanted to keep the matter con¬ 
fidential. 

“Our No. 1 concern was to 
make sure that they got the 
help they needed and that their 
wishes were respected,” he said. 


“Those wishes included a 
veiy strong desire to keep this 
confidential. That was their re¬ 
quest and we were not about to 
override that and make them 
victims a second time.” 

The Liberal leader an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that he 
was suspending Pacetti and 
Andrews over allegations of 
“serious personal misconduct” 
levelled by two MPs from an¬ 
other party. He did not name 
the other party or the com¬ 
plainants or specify the nature 
of the alleged misconduct. 

The matter has been re¬ 


ferred to the secretive multi¬ 
party board of internal econ¬ 
omy. The Liberals are asking 
that an independent third party 
be brought in to investigate the 
complaints. 

Both Pacetti and Andrews 
deny any wrongdoing and say 
they expect to be exonerated. 

Trudeau took action after 
one of the complainants per¬ 
sonally complained to him on 
Oct. 28 about the Liberal MPs’ 
conduct. He instructed Liberal 
whip Judy Foote to discuss the 
matter with her NDP counter¬ 
part, Nycole Turmel. 


Foote also interviewed both 
complainants and the two ac¬ 
cused Liberal MPs. 

Nevertheless, Mulcair said 
New Democrats had no idea 
Trudeau was going to make the 
matter public on Wednesday. 

Liberals have questioned 
how Trudeau was supposed to 
respond to a complaint made 
directly to him without reveal¬ 
ing, at least in general terms, 
why he was suspending An¬ 
drews and Pacetti. Trudeau 
himself said Wednesday he had 
a duty to make the matter pub¬ 
lic.

Trial Magnotta had 
schizophrenia when he

Luka Rocco Magnotta was 
suffering from schizophrenia, 
was mired in a psychosis and 
could not tell right from wrong 
when he killed Jun Lin, a foren¬ 
sic psychiatrist testified Thurs¬ 
day at Magnotta’s first-degree 
murder trial. 

Marie-Frederique Allard is 
an expert witness hired by the 
defence to assess Magnotta’s 
criminal responsiblity at the 
time of the slaying. 

The argument is key to the 
defence case because, although 
he has admitted to killing and 
dismembering Lin in 2012, he 
has pleaded not guilty by way 
of mental disorder. 

Allard told the juiy Thursday 
she consulted police evidence 
and medical records and saw 
Magnotta personally for about 
25 hours over several meetings, 
beginning in December 2013. 

She said she believes 
Magnotta was suffering from 
schizophrenia, that his percep¬ 
tion of reality was skewed and 
that while he knew what he 
was doing, he didn’t realize it 
was wrong. 

“That illness was present on 
May 25, 2012,” Allard said. “It’s 
responsible for the five charges 



against him.” 

Magnotta, 32, faces four 
other charges in addition to 
premeditated murder: crimin¬ 
ally harassing Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and other 
members of Parliament; mail¬ 
ing obscene and indecent ma¬ 
terial; committing an indignity 
to a body; and publishing ob¬ 
scene materials. 

The Crown contends Lin’s 
slaying was planned and de¬ 
liberate. According to Allard, 
Magnotta was “experiencing a 
loss of reality” on the day Lin 
was killed, the Canadian press 
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Domestic violence. 

Suspect held on $2M bail 


A man surrendered in Ore¬ 
gon after he admitted to kill¬ 
ing his girlfriend, police said. 

David Kalac’s arrest Wed¬ 
nesday night nearly 320 kilo¬ 
metres from the crime scene 
in Washington state came 
after a daylong manhunt. 

He’s accused of killing 
Amber Lynn Coplin, whose 
teenage son heard the couple 
arguing and found his moth¬ 
er dead in their apartment. 

Kalac, 33, evaded police in 
the woman’s stolen car until 
he emerged from a wooded 
area and turned himself in to 
a passing officer, authorities 
said. 

Coplin’s son came home 
from school and took a 
nap. When he woke up he 
checked on his mother and 
found her unresponsive. He 
called his father — Coplin’s 


estranged husband — who 
arrived and called police. He 
reported Coplin’s face was 
bloody, bruised and bashed 
in. 

The suspect on Wednes¬ 
day gave himself up to an 
officer patrolling the area 
around a transit centre in 
Oregon, about 20 miles (32 
kilometres) south of Port¬ 
land. 

“He basically said, ’I have 
a warrant for my arrest,”’ 
sheriff’s Sgt. Nate Thompson 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. Kalac was co-operative 
but provided no details about 
how he got to Wilsonville, 
the spokesman said. 

Kalac was charged with 
second-degree murder and 
was held in Portland on $2 
million bail.

A Catholic school teacher 
in Kentucky was told to 
take a leave of absence

The school, St. Mar¬ 
garet Maiy in Louisville, 
told religion teacher 
Susan Sherman to take 
mandatory leave when 
she returned Oct. 26 
because several parents 
were worried about the 
Ebola outbreak, said Sher¬ 
man’s husband, Paul, who 
had also been to Kenya.

The shelling of a high school 
in Ukraine’s rebel stronghold 


of Donetsk has chilled even 
the most battle-hardened in 
this weaiy nation. 

The deaths of two teen¬ 
agers as they were playing 
soccer after lunch Wednesday 
is a stark reminder that the 
ceasefire agreed upon in Sep¬ 
tember has only ever existed 
on paper. 

Alexander Yeliseyev, the 
father of one victim, 18-year- 
old Andrei, walked by in 


shock as he gathered belong¬ 
ings left behind when his 
son’s body was removed — a 
dark brown coat and a pair of 
sneakers. 

“They went to play foot¬ 
ball at about 2 p.m., while I 
was at work. And then the 
shelling began. Here you see 
the result,” Yeliseyev said, 
adding 14-year-old Danya was 
also killed. 

Four other students were 


wounded, said Dr. Vladimir 
Voropayev, chief of the chil¬ 
dren’s trauma unit at the 
Donetsk’s regional hospital. 

Ukrainian authorities in 
Kyiv said state security forces 
will investigate the school 
shelling, but officials already 
believe the mortars came 
from separatist forces. The 
rebels, however, have impli¬ 
cated the Ukrainian militaiy.

Air Canada 
to expand its global routes 


CRTC. Dump Internet,

Air Canada plans to accel¬ 
erate expansion on inter¬ 
national routes after re¬ 
porting the best quarter in 
the airline’s 77-year history. 

The Montreal-based com¬ 
pany said Thursday that it 
plans to increase overall 
capacity by nine to 10 per 
cent next year, compared 
with this year’s projected in¬ 
crease of seven to eight per 
cent. 


Much of the added cap¬ 
acity will be in the inter¬ 
national business, with do¬ 
mestic capacity project to 
increase by four or five per 
cent. More than half of the 
international growth will 
come from expansion of its 
low-cost Rouge subsidiary, 
while much of the rest will 
flow from using lower cost 
Boeing 787 Dreamliners.

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Playing by Asimov’s robot rules 


Movies. Prolific sci-fi 
writer is credited 
with establishing the 
pop-culture protocol 
for our wired friends, 
but some films have 
dared to break the 
boundaries 


Science fiction author Isaac 
Asimov’s Three Laws of Ro¬ 
botics are a trimmed down 
version of The Ten Com¬ 
mandments for androids. 
Simple, direct and to the 
point, Asimov declared, 
“A robot may not injure a 
human being or, through 
inaction, allow a human 
being to come to harm. A 
robot must obey the or¬ 
ders given to it by human 
beings, except where such 
orders would conflict with 
the First Law. A robot must 
protect its own existence 
as long as such protection 
does not conflict with the 
First or Second Law.” 

Asimov’s rules have in¬ 
spired short stories, video 
games, music and cartoons. 
Roland Charles Wagner’s 
short story gave them an 
erotic spin in Three Laws of 
Robotic Sexuality while the 
game Portal 2 sees all mil¬ 
itary androids sharing one 
copy of the laws of robotics. 

In the tune Robot, space 
rockers Hawlcwind sang, 
“You’d hold the whole 
world in your metal claws 
/ If it wasn’t for the Three 
Laws.” 

And in the Mega Man 
series by Archie Comics, 
automatons are almost de¬ 
feated by an anti-robotic 
terrorist group because 
they must abide by the 
three laws.

For all intents and 
purposes Big Hero 6 is 
an animated superhero 
movie for kids too young 
for the violent theatrics of 
the Marvel universe. The 
origin story of a super¬ 
hero troupe, it focuses on 
Hiro, a robotics prodigy, 
and Baymax, an inflat¬ 


able android, as they try 
to uncover the identity of 
a masked villain. With¬ 
out Baymax, Big Hero 6 
would mostly be a series 
of slickly rendered — the 
animation is lovely — 
action sequences, catch- 
phrases and plot threads 
about revenge and life les¬ 
sons. With him, however, 
the movie has real heart. 
The empathetic Baymax 
doesn’t just rescue Hiro’s 
humanity, he gives the 
movie a large dose of it 
as well. 


the lovable inflatable robot 
at the heart of Big Hero Six, 
abides by the laws. 

“Hello,” he says. 

“I am Baymax, your per¬ 
sonal health-care compan¬ 
ion.” 

The roly-poly inflatable 
hot can almost instantly 
diagnose and treat a variety 
of diseases but even when 
he is transformed into a 
crime-fighting warrior, he 
still plays by the rules. 

Asimov’s stories have 
been turned into films like 
I, Robot and Bicentennial 
Man, where the robots fol¬ 
low the dictums. But not 
all movies stay true to the 
rules. 

In Aliens, the Hyperdyne 
Systems 120-A/2 cyborg 
character Bishop (Ian Holm) 
says, “It is impossible for 
me to harm, or, by omis¬ 
sion of action, allow to be 
harmed, a human being,” 
but later tries to kill Rip¬ 
ley (Sigourney Weaver) by 
choking her with a rolled 
up porno magazine. 

The 1951 classic The 
Day the Earth Stood Still 
has both good and evil ro¬ 
bots. When alien android 
Klaatu’s message of friend¬ 
ship to earthlings is met 
with a bullet from a sniper, 
his eight-foot metal robotic 
assistant Gort lets loose 
with a disintegration death 
ray. 

Finally, worse than Blade 
Runner’s killer android Roy 
(Rutger Hauer) or the robot 
gunslinger from Westworld, 
is Maximilian, the silent- 
but-deadly android from 
The Black Hole. 

Not only does he wordlessly 
do the bidding of the evil Dr. 
Hans Reinhardt (Maximilian 
Schell), the blood-red hot later 
merges with his human creator 
to lord over the fire and brim¬ 
stone of hell. Lawgiver Asimov 
surely would not approve.

For Eddie Redmayne, it’s a 
tough call as to which as¬ 
pect of Prof. Stephen Hawk¬ 
ing’s life was more difficult 
to portray on screen in The 
Theory of Everything — the 
debilitating physical effects 
of ALS on his body, or sound¬ 
ing convincing discussing the 
physics Hawking pioneered. 
But nothing was as challen¬ 
ging, Redmayne discovered, 
as meeting the man himself 
without putting his foot in 
his mouth — something he 
completely failed at, by the 
way. 

Finding how to play this 
character physically seems 
to be the first thing that 
comes to mind. What was 
the process for that? 


I didn’t really know how to 
approach it, because eveiy 
single thing affects eveiy- 
thing else, so what you’re 
wearing affects the physical- 
ity. All of these things, I felt 
like they were interrelated. 

So I spent six months 
going to a motor neuron 
disease, ALS, clinic in Lon¬ 
don, tiying to work out what 
Stephen’s physical decline 


was, because ALS manifests 
itself completely differently 
in eveiy single patient. 

And so I had to become 
quite technical with it to 
begin with, and that meant 
that when we came to shoot 
it — because we didn’t shoot 
it chronologically — I could 
sort of slip into different 
places. 

And hopefully the reason 


I spent so long prepping is 
that then the physicality is 
embedded. 

Prof. Hawking has quite a 
sense of humour. Was there 
anything about his sense of 
humour that surprised you? 

When I met him, it was 
about four days before we 
started filming and I’d spent 
months researching him. It 


was like meeting someone 
that you’ve Googled. 

He can only use (his 
cheek) muscle now to com¬ 
municate, so it takes him a 
while — even longer than in 
the film — to speak to you. 
And of course I just started 
telling him about himself. 

I was literally just telling 
this genius random facts 
about himself for 20 min¬ 
utes. 

I was slightly nervous and 
struggling, so I ended up go¬ 
ing, “Of course, Stephen, you 
were born on the eighth of 
January, which was Galileo’s 
birthday” — because he 
makes a big point about the 
fact that he was born 300 
years after Galileo was — and 
I went, “Well, I was born on 
the sixth of Januaiy, so we’re 
both Capricorns!” 

Stephen sort of looked at 
me and then spent five min¬ 
utes writing out a sentence, 
and then in his iconic voice 
he said, “I am an astronomer, 
not an astrologer.” 

Stephen Hawking thinks 
that the actor who is play¬ 
ing him thinks that he’s a 
horoscope writer. This is 
disastrous.

Sure it’s an epic science-fic¬ 
tion drama partially filmed 
using IMAX cameras, with 
big, sweeping vistas of outer 
space and thrilling set pieces, 
but for director and co-writer 
Christopher Nolan, Interstel¬ 
lar is really a family movie. 
Or at least a movie about a 
family. 

“When I first looked at (co¬ 
writer and brother) Jonah’s 
draft on Interstellar, it was 
very clear that, at the heart of 
the story, there was this great 
family relationship,” Nolan 
says. 

“We found the more we 
explored the cosmic scale of 
things and the further out 
into the universe you went, 
the more the focus came 
down to who we are as people 
and what are the connections 
between us.” 

The family in question 
is the Coopers, led by a dad 
(Matthew McConaughey) 
whose promising career as a 
pilot and an engineer was de¬ 
railed when an environment¬ 
al calamity made his skills as 
a farmer more useful to the 
greater good. 

A widower and dreamer, 
Cooper works the heartland 
with his young children 
(Timothee Chalamet and 
Mackenzie Foy) and his fath- 
er-in-law (John Lithgow). 

Maintaining that core 
theme and focus sometimes 
meant engaging in a bit of 
subterfuge with his collabor¬ 
ators. 


Take, for example, how 
Nolan first pitched the film to 
composer Hans Zimmer. 

“One of the things I did 
with Hans is I didn’t want 
him to know what the genre 
was when he started work¬ 
ing,” Nolan says. 

“Before I actually start¬ 
ed working on the script, I 
wrote out a page of what I 
considered to be the heart 
of the stoiy — the relation¬ 
ships, the idea of a father 
having to leave his children 
— and I gave it to Hans and 
said, ‘Work on that for a day, 
give me what you’ve got at 


the end of the day, and that 
will be the seed to grow the 
score from.’ And, indeed, the 
finished score came from that 
particular creative act. 

“And that, I think, is just 
an illustration of the ap¬ 
proach we all tried to take in 
terms of keeping this about 
the humanity and using the 
exploration of the universe as 
really a lens through which 
to view ourselves as human 
beings.” 

For a director who’s 
tackled amnesia, the land¬ 
scape of dreams and Gotham 
City, heading to space was a 


singular thrill. “Really, space 
exploration has always repre¬ 
sented the most hopeful and 
optimistic endeavour that 
mankind has ever really en¬ 
gaged with,” Nolan says. 

The recent retiring of 
Space Shuttle Endeavour 
sticks out in his mind, as 
he and wife Emma Thomas 
watched it arrive in L.A. 

“We were up at Griffith 
Park with hundreds of people 
waving flags and watching 
this thing fly down,” he re¬ 
calls. “It was a veiy moving 
moment and veiy melan¬ 
choly as well because what 
you felt was the sense of that 
great endeavour, that hope 
and optimism, is something 
that I feel we’re in need of 
again. I feel veiy strongly that 
we’re at a point now where 
we need to start looking up 
again and exploring our place 
in the universe more.”

Challenger still haunts Chastain 


At first, Jessica Chastain 
didn’t share director Chris¬ 
topher Nolan’s wonder for 
space exploration — probably 
because of her first memories 
of the space program. 

“I remember when I was 
a kid, my first confrontation 
with space travel was when 
the Challenger exploded,” 
she says of the 1986 disaster

On paper, Demetri Martin is 
an accomplished actor, writer 
and standup comedian, with 
stints on The Daily Show with 
Jon Stewart and Late Night with 
Conan O’Brien. The guy must 
have it made, right? 

Not necessarily, said Mar¬ 
tin as he prepares for a 10-day 
stand-up tour across Western 
Canada. “I get impatient — I 
have many unfinished projects 
on the go, and I tiy to chip away 
at all of them, but I procrastin¬ 
ate. And I like to daydream,” 
said the 41-year-old New York 
native who now calls California 
home. 

Calling standup a bumpy 
ride that he does in spurts, 
Martin said he tries to fit in all 
his creative endeavours while 
on the road. “I read, write, draw 
and keep a notebook to write 
short jokes in. It’s my personal 
library of ideas,” Martin said. 
“The travel — hotels, airport 
security — is the hard part, 
but on stage, I get energy from 
good audiences. And Canadians 
are warm, welcoming and open 
to improvising.” 

Martin said despite the 
glamorous-seeming work he 


does, his life looks much like 
anyone else’s. 

“I used to walk much more 
in New York, so in California I 
work at a treadmill desk when 
I first get up in the morning 
— I walk briskly to help my 
brain and keep the creative 
energy going. The rest of the 
day, I wish I was working out or 
meditating,” he said. 

In truth, Martin is hugely 
productive — he published a 
book of drawings last year, and 
is working on a book of short 
fiction for the spring. When 
time allows, he squeezes in 
guest work on the Showtime 
series House of Lies. And, he’s 
now editing an indie feature 
film that he wrote and directed, 
tentatively titled Dean. 

“In my 20s, I was unhappy in 


law school, so I dropped out to 
give standup a tiy. Sometimes, I 
have to remind myself that I’ve 
been able to make a living at be¬ 
ing creative for over 15 years,” 
Martin said. “I want to work as 
long as I can — standup, film, 
drawings — so I take that crea¬ 
tivity in many directions.”

Q&A. Singer-actress 
embarked on journey 
of self-acceptance 
while writing a book 
after marriage breakup 


Jennifer Lopez wants to share 
a life lesson with her fans: 
Learn to love yourself first. 
“I promise that if you get 
into it, if you tap into it, it’s 
gonna make your life better,” 
she said in an interview about 
True Love, her new book. 

Originally intended to be 
a piece of memorabilia about 
the 2012 Dance Again World 
Tour in the wake of her split 
from husband Marc Anthony, 
it became much more. 

“It became so evident that 
my songs were so autobio¬ 
graphical of what had hap¬ 
pened in my life all along the 
way, not just the stoiy of my 
relationships, but the story 
of my career ... and then love 
was a big part of it as well.” 

Lopez, 45, recently kicked 
off her heels and opened up 
about her own journey to 
self-acceptance.

Are you gun-shy now about 
having a relationship? 

For right now, I just kind of 
want to be on my own and 
have friends and get to know 
... Jennifer and what she 
wants and love her before I 
can love somebody else. If 
somebody comes along, they 
can add to that happiness. 

It can be fun to be single 
and not looking. 

Yeah! And you just like shut 
it down. You realize, ‘I have 
a lot of time for other stuff! 
What should I do?’ And you 
start appreciating things 
around you because you put 
so much energy in, ‘Is that 
text coming in? What’s he do¬ 
ing? Is so-and-so gonna call? 
What do we do this week¬ 
end?’ Instead of being like,

weekend?’... It just opens you 
up. It’s a good thing. 

Would you marry again?

Certain 
pairings make 
for top-notch rodeo

To a rodeo fan almost noth¬ 
ing is more spectacular than 
watching a fearless cowboy 
take on an unpredictable 
animal. 

The Team Cowboy ver¬ 
sus Team Beast debate at the 


Canadian Finals Rodeo is a 
popular event for fans cheer¬ 
ing on in fascination for both 
species, says renowned stock 
contractor Duane Kesler, who 
says putting great cowboys on 
great animals makes for top- 
notch rodeo. 

“It’s brave cowboys tak¬ 
ing on powerful beasts and 
eveiybody loves a good ride,” 
Kesler said. “But if you com¬ 
pare cowboys to other ath¬ 
letes, cowboys take a huge 
beating to their bodies that 
aren’t comparable to any 
other sport. You’ve got ani¬ 
mals weighing up to 2,000 


pounds competing against 
these guys.” 

For the beast — the bron¬ 
cos, bulls and steer — they 
are symbols of speed, fury 
and power, and while their 
strength defines them, they 
can also be wildly unpredict¬ 
able. 

“These animals are ani¬ 
mals, of course, but I give 
them a lot more credit than 
just being an ordinaiy ani¬ 
mal. They’re athletes just 
like the cowboys, so if people 
think it’s just another animal, 
that’s really not the case.” 

That’s why it’s so brave of

that doesn’t want to hurt 
anyone. He wants to perform 
his best and get back to his 
friends,” he said. 

“But the bull is totally 
opposite of that — the bull 
wants to hurt everyone. Bull 
riding is pretty dangerous be¬ 
cause the cowboys’ lives are 


on the line the whole time. 
That’s what makes these cow¬ 
boys truly brave and some of 
the most exciting athletes to 
watch.” 

Kesler says cowboys sub¬ 
mit to a random draw for the 
animal in their respective 
events, and some matches 
are better than others. The 
animal and the cowboy are 
each judged for 50 points, 
although a cowboy will al¬ 
ways strive to ride for eight 
seconds. 

“On an animal that power¬ 
ful, eight seconds is an eter¬ 
nity,” Kesler added.

With all of the injuries he 
has sustained, sometimes 
bareback rider Matt Lait 
wonders why he chose such 
a rough rodeo event. 

But then he remembers 
the old saying, “no pain, no 
gain.”

None of that will mat¬ 
ter when last year’s Can¬ 
adian Finals Rodeo bare- 
back champion competes 
for back-to-back titles at 
the championship, which 
runs until Sunday in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The Alberta-born rodeo 
athlete is embarking on his 
ninth official open Canadian 
Finals Rodeo and he’s hoping 
for a few more after that. 


“One of my career goals 
was to have at least 10 quali¬ 
fications when I was done. 
So maybe to some people 
it’s not a big thing, but to 
me, my actual goal is to be 
at least 10, if not more. It 
gives me something to keep 
striving for.” 

Lait admits that every 
championship is different 
and this year he is coming 
off a three-week break he 
says was much needed. 

“I had a pretty good tum¬ 
ble at a rodeo about three 
weeks ago so (I’m) trying to 
heal up from that — trying 
to make sure I’m good but, 
of course, you have a few 
weeks off so you’re health¬ 
ier than usual at the end of 
the year,” he said.

What a clown. Making 
people laugh inspires him 


He is known as CrAsh to 
rodeo fans and he might al¬ 
most be as famous to Can¬ 
adian Finals Rodeo fans as the 
cowboys and beasts at this 
year’s event. 

Yet, the modest Ash Coop¬ 
er — or CrAsh — says he just 
likes to make people laugh. 
And for the past 20 years 
that’s what he has been do¬ 
ing, except he started as a 
bullfighter protecting the 


cowboys from the bulls. 

“One year, there was a 
shortage of funny clown en¬ 
tertainers and I had a good 
personality so I tried it out 
but I was terrible,” he admit¬ 
ted. “I was just lucky enough 
that there was a shortage, 
otherwise I probably never 
should have been hired, but I 
slowly got better.” 

The well-known rodeo 
clown has performed for Can¬ 


adian Finals Rodeo audiences 
for the past 10 or 11 years 
and he says it’s his favourite 
rodeo at which to perform. 

Cooper says he loves look¬ 
ing up and seeing some of 
the same audience members 
time and time again and it 
feels like a homecoming. In 
fact, Cooper, who is also a 
rancher and an artist, says 
rodeo clowning gives him the 
most satisfaction out of his 
three jobs. 

“I find it the most reward¬ 
ing because (of) what it gives 
back to me seeing people 
enjoy themselves, what a 
great feeling it is when you
